Pension Bill Faces Veto 


A Presidential veto of the Spanish 


War pension bill, restoring full rates to | 


widows of Regular Army and Navy per 
sonnel, was predicted this week, follow 
ing reported adverse recommendations 
from the Veterans Administration and 
the Bureau of the Budget. 

The measure, which would increase 
the pensions paid to Regular Service 
widows who are on or who are eligible 
for the Spanish War roll, to $30 a 
month and restore those dropped be 
cause of the “poverty clause,” has been 
at the White House now for more than 
a week without action. Although it 
went through both houses of Congress 
with only one dissenting vote, supporters 








of the bill fear Presidential disapproval, 
because of the cost involved. 

General Hines, the Veterans Admin 
istration and Acting Director Bell of 
the Budget Bureau, conferred’ with 
President Roosevelt this week on the 
bill, and while there was no statement 
forthcoming following their visit, it was 
understood that they presented figures 
regarding the cost of the measure and 
stressed the fact that there were no | 
funds in the budget for payment of the | 
increased pensions to Spanish War vet 
erans and widows. The President has 
until Tuesday, Aug. 13, to either sign 
the bill or return it to Congress with 
out his approval. Whether Congres: 
would pass it over a veto is problemat 
ical, despite the overwhelming vote by 
which it was passed. 

Approval of the bill by the President 
would mean a pension increase for a 
large number of Regular Service wi 
ows. All widows whose husbands serve:

ity compensation or retired pay from 
the Government of the United States 
from drawing any further pay allow- 
ances or traveling or other expenses 
from the Government The law, how- 
ever, does empower the Secretary of 
War, when he deems it expedient to 


place an officer or enlisted man of the 
Reserve Corps on active service and 
consequently on a pay and allowance 
status, provided such officer or enlisted 
man surrenders his pension, disabilty 
allowance, disability compensation or re- 


tired pay for the period of his active 
duty. 

Inasmuch as the appropriations for 
l4-days’ active duty training for the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps still fall) far 
short of enabling the training of a de 
sired number of unquestionably able- 
bodied Reserve oflicers annually it has 


been necessary to establish priorities and 
ratios. Preference has been given on the 
priority list to Reserve oflicers because 
of their junior rank, their branch of 
the service, and because of their quali- 
fications as demonstrated in active duty 
training. Under the circumstances, the 
War Department does not believe it ad- 
visable to extend active duty training 
funds designed for preparation for com- 
bat or other mobilization duties to offi 
cers who are of doubtful physical quali 
fications. 

Regarding the employment of Reserve 
oflicers on duty with the Civilian Con 
servation Corps, the War Department 
has established a more liberal policy. It 
is obvious that the primary objective 
here is the efficient conduct of the camps 
themselves rather than the consideration 
of military training. Therefore, in cases 
where the Corps Area Commander needs 
the services of Reserve oflicers drawing 
compensation from the Government, he 
is now permitted to place on an active 
duty status those recommended oflicers 
who surrender their pensions, disability 
allowances, disability compensation or 
retired pay for the period of that active 
duty. This liberalized policy, however,

Amend Sales Statutes 
Representative MeSwain, Chairman 
of the House Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, who is conducting an investigation 
into the sale of Army products, recently 


inquired of the Secretary of War if 
the statute of 1919, permitting the sale 
by negotiation, could not well be 
amended. Upon receipt of a reply from 
Secretary Dern, assenting to this, Mr. 
McSwain introduced a bill to amend 
Section 1241 of the acts of March 4, 


1919, and July 11, 1919. 

This bill provides that “the President 
may cause to be sold after advertise- 
ment to the highest bidder any military 
stores which upon proper inspection or 
survey of officers designated by the Sec- 
retary of War, or the Secretary of the 
Navy, as the case may be, appear to he 
damaged or unsuitable for the public 
service.” 

There is provision for thirty day ad- 
vertisements prior to such sales; also 
for readvertisement in the President’s 
discretion.

The House Naval Affairs Committee 
has favorably reported a bill by Mrs. 
Greenway to grant full pay and allow- 
ances to Lt. Robert A. J. English be- 
tween Sept. 12, 1933, and May 25, 1935, 
during which period, as commander of 
the Bear of Oakland he served with the 
Byrd Antarctic Expedition Il. ‘This 
would bring him a total added compen- 
sation of $4,355.43. It is also asked that 
this period of service be counted on his 
record of “sea duty.” 


Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, as 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
favored enactment of this measure. 


Lieutenant English appeared before the 
Naval Affairs Committee, testifying the 
Bureau of Navigation had held as con- 
trary to its policy to send a man on ac- 
tive duty with the Expedition, but would 
permit him to go if he got official leave. 
The Lieutenant described how Admiral 
Byrd came to Washington, visited the 
White House, and obtained unofficial 
permission for English to accompany 
him. According to Lietenant English 
Admiral Byrd said: 


“Well come along and I will endeavor 
to have your pay restored to you, by act 
of Congress upon the return of the Ex- 


pedition.” 


Lieutenant English further testified 
that he did not understand at first the 
effect of the 50% cut in his actual pay 
but that the salary given him “amounted 
to about 25% of my pay.” He also told 
the House Committee: ““Then, of course, 
when I came back I did not expect that 
in the work that was done in the field 
for the Government, I was to be hand- 
icapped, I did not expect I was going 
to be handicapped in doing that work 
or that my naval career would be 
jeopardized.”

Name New Paymaster General 


Capt. Paul Conard, SC, USN, has been 
appointed Paymaster General of the 
Navy and Chief of the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts, for a term of four 
years, succeeding Rear Adm. Christian 
J. Peoples, SC, USN, who was relieved 
of his naval duties in order that he 
might give full time to the several im- 
portant New Deal jobs he holds. 


President Roosevelt sent Captain Con- 
urd’s name to the Senate, Aug. 5. Ad- 
miral Peoples, it is stated, will continue 
on the active list of the Navy, and will 
act as Director of Procurement, Treas- 
ury Department, and hold down the 
positions to which he has been assigned 
under the relief program, He hac nearly 
two years to serve under the four year 
tour as Paymaster General and has five 
years more before reaching the statutory 
retirement age. 

Captain Conard was born in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, March 3, 1875, and 
appointed to the Supply Corps of the 
Navy from the District of Columbia in 
April 1898. 


In 1914, he was appointed fiscal officer 
of the Port of Vera Cruz, Mexico, and 
later that year was ordered to duty in 
the Navy Yard Portsmouth, N. H. In 
1915, he served as administrator of cus- 
toms at Port au Prince, Haiti, and the 
next year was under instruction at the 
Naval War College, Newport, R. I.

Staff Bill Becomes Law 
President Roosevelt signed the Navy 
Staff personnel bill, Aug. 5, and thereby 
initiated action which will bring promo- 
tion conditions in the Staff Corps prac- 
tically into conformity with the Line. 

Selection boards are now being chosen 
to recommend 45 Staff Corps officers for 
promotion to captain and commander, 
and the membership of the boards and 
the meeting date are expected to be an- 
nounced next week. The new act in- 
creases the number of officers in these 
ranks in several of the Corps to give 
officers therein equality of promotion 
with the Line. There is also instituted 
involuntary retirement for officers not 
selected for advancement in the grades 
of lieutenant, junior grade, through 
commander. Selection is applied to pro- 
motion to lieutenant and lieutenant com- 
mander, as was provided for the Line 
last year. 

Navy Open Ship Bids 

Sealed proposals for the construction 
of thirteen of the twenty-four naval 
vessels of the 1935 building program 
were opened Aug. 7 by the Secretary 
of the Navy in the presence of the As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy, the Chief 
of Naval Operations, the Chiefs of the 
Bureaus of the Navy Department and 
officials of shipbuilding companies. 

Bids were received for the construc- 
tion of: One light cruiser, 10,000 tons; 
one aireraft carrier, of about 14,700 
tons; three destroyers, 1,850 tons, each; 
five destroyers, 1,500 tons each; three 
submarines, of approximately 1,400 tons 
each. 

Six shipbuilding companies submitted 
15 major bids which were accompanied 
by alternate proposals on modification 
of the Navy Department’s designs for 
hull or machinery and also proposals 
with adjustment provisions for labor 
and material,

exception the bids 
higher than those 
made last year on the same types of 
vessels. Even the alternate bids which 
were based on a provision that the con- 
tract payment would be increased if 
legislation now pending to regulate 
wages and hours on Government con- 
tracts resulted in an increase in labor 
or materials costs. were higher than 
those submitted a year ago. 

The low bid on the light cruiser was 
submitted by the Newport News Ship- 
building Co. It was for $15,525,000, or 
$13,100,000 with adjustment provisions.

Mitchell to our Nation nor his sincere 
zeal for the cause of national defense. 
There may be honest differences of 


opinion upon the wisdom of his course 
in emphasizing the backward condition 
of air power in the United States Army

tem to insure our Nation against inva- 
sion—-first by air forces and next by 
sea forces, and finally by land forces. 


“Whatever difference of opinion may 
prevail as to the propriety and the ex 
pediency of the methods employed by 
General Mitchell to bring these facts 
home to the attention of the American 


people, all frank and candid persons 
must admit that General Mitchell had 
the vision to forecast the development 
of aviation, and to foretell its great 
power as a factor in national defense, 
and to discern that our organization, 
equipment, and training of air-defense 


forces were utterly inadequate. Conced 
ing the necessity for rigid discipline in 
the Army and for scrupulous subordina- 
tion to higher command, it must also be 
admitted that circumstances alter cases, 
and that conditions oftentimes arise 
when regulations are more honored in 
the breach than in the observance, Such 





I believe to be the case of General 
Mitchell. No man outside of the Army 
had his intimate knowledge of aviation 
conditions. It was, therefore, impossible 
for any man outside of the Army to have 
spoken with the telling emphasis that 
the knowledge of General Mitchell made 
possible. Undoubtedly the revelations of 
General Mitchell aroused the attention 
and stimulated the resolution of the 
American people to keep pace with the 
progress of the world in the matter of 
air defense. If it appeared to General 
Mitchell it should be necessary for him 
to be a martyr in order to arouse the 
country and arrest deplorable conditions 





then existing, he is to be commended for 
having the courage and for making the 
sacrifice.”

AIDED AND STIMULATED by the new promotion law, the Army is looking 
forward to greater progress and greater development of the National Defense. The 
promotion of officers to grades more commensurate with their age and experience 
cannot help but serve as an impetus to professional interest and zeal, Discouraged 
by years of wrangling in Congressional committees over various promotion plans, 
the Army revivified its hopes when General MacArthur sent his first promotion 
plan to Congress more than four years ago. Congressional apathy blocked it. 
Then came a revised MacArthur plan. Again it rested in the committees’ pigeon- 
holes. Then came the plan of 1935 (basically the same in its results as the first 
two MacArthur bills) and favorable action rewarded an Army united behind its 
Chief of Staff. New life comes into the service with the release of the promotion 
dam.

IN ITS CONSIDERATION of the carrying forward of the naval building pro- 
gram, the Department and Congress should not fail to give earnest study to the ad- 
visability of constructing battle cruisers. This powerful and formidable sea weapon 
has never been a part of the United States Navy. It might have been had not 
the Washington Naval Conference stopped construction and deprived us of the 
advantage of exercising them with the Fleet and developing its efliciency and uses. 
England seems well pleased with her battle cruisers. There are students of naval 
science who believe that the addition of three battle cruisers and sufficient aircraft 
carriers of the ranger type to our Fleet would make it the most efficient possible 
for our uses, At least, like flying deck cruisers, we should have a chance to try them. 


WORD EMANATING FROM the White House seems to indicate that the 
President is planning to veto the Spanish War Pension Bill, which would restore 
to many regular service widows the rate they were receiving before enactment 
of the Economy Act. Advisors, including Budget Director Bell, conferred with 
President Roosevelt this week and are reported to have recommended disapproval 
on the ground that it would upset the budget in that no funds have been provided 
for the increased cost of the measure. Consider, Mr. President, before you follow 
this unsound advice. The tremendous size of the Federal budget dwarfs the 
pension bill which is but the proverbial drop in the bucket. Surely with the billions 
being spent for relief and crop reduction an increase of $7.50 a month over the 
pittance now being received by war widows is not going to bankrupt the Govern- 
ment. Consider also that this is not an increase; it is but a restoration of some- 
thing taken away more than two years ago in the name of economy in Government 
and recovery in business.

In view of this there already has been restored 
the Federal pay cut, civilian promotions have been resumed and many of the 
curtailed veterans’ benefits have been given back. Why now withhold approval 
of this bill? Its justice is evident in the support it garnered in Congress where 


it received approval in the House and but one dissenting vote in the Senate. 
Sign it, Mr. President.

Army Warrant Appointments—Non-commissioned officers of the Army with ten 
years’ service and who have served et least two years in the grade of staff ser- 
geant or higher will be eligible to take the examination for warrant officer under 
the provisions of new regulations now being printed. 

In order to be eligible for the examination, which is not expected to be held 
for many months, a man need not now be staff sergeant. It is only required that 
he have had a total of two years in this grade or higher during his service. Men 
meeting these eligibility requirements and recommended by their commanding officers 
officers will be given two examinations, a technical one governing their specialty 
or branch and the other a general educational examination, Both must be passed 
but neither are competitive, and successful candidates will be placed on a waiting 
list according to their total length of service. Provision is made for the exemp- 
tion of certain sections of the examination for men who have demonstrated their 
proficiency in those subjects. 

Although approved, advanced copies of the new regulations will not be dis- 
tributed and they wili not be availiable until their return from the printer probably 
several weeks or months hence. 


Piercing Stratosphere—Dr. Robert A. Millikan, acknowledged to be the foremost 
living physicist of the English-speaking world, whose experiments in the develop- 
ment of the cosmic ray have challenged the interest and received the approbation 
of the entire scientific world, released the first free balloon bearing a set of deli- 
eate recording instruments at noon August 4 from the Quadrangle at Fort Sam 
Houston, in un attempt to pierce the stratosphere and make records at an altitude 
of approximately 21 miles. Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood, Commander of the Third 
Army and EHighth Corps Area, pursuant to War Department instructions, is coop- 
erating with Ir. Millikan. 

The ascension was the first of a series of scientific experiments by which Dr. 
Millikan hopes to make records at altitudes never before attained with scientific 
instruments. The instruments employed by the scientist are of a special type, 
developed at the California Institute of Technology, for the purpose of making a 
continuous recording of temperatures, wind directions, air pressures and the 
intensity and direction of cosmic rays. 

In 1917 Dr. Millikun was vice-chairman of the National Research Council, 
Washington, D. ©., and chief of the science research division of the Signal Corps, 
U. S. A., with the rank of Lieutenant Colonel, 


Duties of Corps Area Signal Officer—Maj. Gen. James B. Allison, Chief Signal 
Officer of the Army, considers the duties of a Corps Area Signal Office as one re- 
quiring a high degree of executive ability coupled with a combination of engineering, 
business, and tactical ability. 

“The efficiency of any organization,” General Allison says in a paper printed in 
the Signal Corps Bulletin, “lies not so much in the organization but rather in the 
personnel of which it is composed. Contrary to general understanding, the duties of 
the corps area signal officer should not be thought of as purely administrative. His 
primary role is that of technical advisor to a corps area commander and as such 
he must possess to a high degree executive ability. While this is fundamental it 
alone is not sufficient, for a corps area signal officer must be, in addition, a combi- 
nation of engineer, business man, and tactician. 

“The corps area signal officer is required to provide and maintain telephone

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service at each post, camp, and station; to provide and maintain radio Service 
designated stations within the corps area; to supply posts and organizations wi 
signal equipment; to supervise all Signal Corps training within the corps areg.

Army Dental Corps—Studies are now under way to determine the best solut 
to the problem created for the Dental Corps of the Army by the expansion , 
enlisted strength. Under the new program, it is pointed out, there will be posts 
up to 2,000 personnel strength where only one dental officer is on duty. 

Speaking of the situation the Dental Bulletin states: “Recent congresgion 
action increases the enlisted strength of the Army 46,250. Information received eg, 
cerning the proposed distribution of these enlisted men indicates that the Dep 
Service is going to be severely taxed in its efforts to meet the new requiremen 

“Stations where dental ollicers are regularly assigned are to be increased ; 
such an extent that it will be diflicult to transfer any of the oflicers located there, 
without injury to the local commands. On the other hand several «tations whj 
have been covered by dental officers on a temporary duty status are to have the 
commands increasea to the extent that temporary visits of dental officers wilj 
satisfy requirements. Several stations where one dental officer is on duty wil ha 
more than 2,U0U military personnel. There are ten posts where two dental office 
are regularly assigned. Eight of these will have increased commands which wi 
number from 2,500 to over 5,000 military strength at each post. One foreign depart 
ment to be increased 6,000; another 3,000. 

“A study is being made in an effort to determine the best method for meetiy 
the situation.”

Communications and National Defense—The attention being given by the Ary 
and Navy to the important matter of cooperation with and attention to the d 
velopment of commercial communications industry and research is becomiug mor 
and more evident. Knowledge of the organization and operation of these com 
munications companies not only helps the services in improving their own com 
munications facilities but also serves to better fit them to make use of the vas 
commercial networks in the interest of National Defense. The work of Col. Davi 
Sarnoff, Sig-Res., president of the Radio Corporation of America, has been of ip 
estimable aid to the army, particularly the reports and studies presented by him 
during his periods of active duty with the Signal Corps. 

The potentialities of commercial communications in peace and in war are th 
subject of an interesting discussion by Lt. Comdr. G. W. Johnson, USN, in the cur 
rent issue of the Naval Institute Proceedings. “Why,” Commander Johnson ask 
“should the Navy interest itself in purely commercial enterprise as a means ¢! 
helping to decide the issue of a major conflict? Some may consider that the Navy 
will have done its part when it has organized its own communication system thi 
it is capable of functioning efficiently under the load which will be imposed upou 
it at the outbreak of war, but this view hardly appears to be tenable for fou 
reasons. (1) The Navy has, as its communication policy, “To co-operate with Amer 
ican commercial communication activities so as to enhance their military valu 
in time of national emergency and to safeguard the communication interests of th4 
United States.’ (2) Neither the Army communications net nor the Naval Con 
munication Service have sufficient facilities to render unnecessary the use of coll} 
mercial systems in time of war. In fact, not only the Army and Navy, but th 
civil departments of the government as well, will be forced to rely to a gretl 
extent upon these systems during the course of hostilities. (3) Training and lh 
doctrination of officials and personnel of these companies must be completed befor 
the commercial systems can function efficiently in harmony with the organi 
tions of the defense forces. This will require a considerable period of time abl 
should not be delayed until hostilities are imminent. And (4), dependent as t 
Navy is upon radio for the proper exercise of command, it must protect and f 
ter the development of radio material in the laboratories of commercial concet 
for its own welfare.” 











Coast Guard Warrant Officers—Much interest has been aroused by the Send! 
Commerce Committee’s action in reporting favorably on 8S. 1820 providing wari 
officers of the Coast Guard parity of promotion with warrant officers of the Nav! 

That a real need exists for the enactment of such legislation is evident fri 
the report of the committee which states: 

“The government, discipline, pay, retirement, and other rights and _priviles# 
of the Coast Guard are the same as those of the Army, Navy and Marine Cor 
It is the established policy of the Congress to maintain the Coast Guard on! 
closest possible organizational parity with the Navy, with the same relative 0” 
ber of officers, the same grades and rank, the same emoluments, privileges 
precedence. By successive acts since the organic act of 1915, Congress has estab 
lished in the Coast Guard parity of promotion with the Navy in every 8 
except this one grade of warrant officer. In the Navy every warrant officer, ¥” 
the completion of six years’ service, as such, is required, by mandate of statu! 
to be promoted to the commissioned grade of chief warrant officer, ‘whereas in ¢ 
Coast Guard warrant officers have no such statutory right to such promotion #® 
only about one in eight ever receives any promotion by administrative action. 

“Warrant officers are, to say the least, just as essential a part of the ©o* 
Guard as they are of the Navy, or, indeed, of the other great navies of the wot 
In both services they are the seasoned seamen, the expert machinists and gub 
ners, the scientific specialists. Highest naval authorities have frequently stres 
before committees of Congress the importance of warrant officers in the Nave 
Establishment making the following and other like references to them: ‘Invaluable 
to the success of our naval forces,’ ‘the fleet could not be efficient without then 
‘no more valuable in war than in peace preparation,’ ‘as essential to efficiencY e 
sound livers, lungs, and hearts to athletes,’ ‘these men are the very backbone © 
the heights to which the best of the men who enter the enlisted force atta!”

Some of those boys did not want 
to stay in the Navy and resigned, This 
bill is to permit them to come into the 
Navy, even though the did not avail 
themselves of the privilege to stay in 
the Navy.” 

Admiral Andrews, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, was called before the 
Committee and explained that 121 
cadets were eligible for appointment 
under the law of 1934 and 95 were ap- 
pointed. Of the remaining 26, there 
were 13 who did not apply; 8 declined, 
4 failed physically. When Admiral 
Andrews was questioned about the atti- 
tude of the Department, he said: 

“I think we are not stressing the 
adoption of this bill. I would say we 
are more or less indifferent about it. It 
is not of vital importance at the pres- 
ent time. It would mean only a few 
officers.” 

The President is authorized to make 
the nominations of these ensigns up to 
Nov. 1, 1935, and they shall be regarded 
as excess numbers in their grades. After 
the bill had been referred to a subcom- 
mittee consisting of Representatives 
Darden, Young and Maas at a meeting 
July 31, it was referred back to the full 
committee with a favorable report and 
then unanimously adopted by the full 
committee, 


Works Program Funds

der the law, widows of officers and en- 
listed men are carried on several pen- 
sion rolls. There is the war-time ser- 
vice-connected roll, composed of widows 
whose husbands died as the result of 
disability which occurred during the 
Spanish-American or World War or 
during one of the foreign expeditions, 
Such widows are not affected by the 
present pending bill. They now draw 
$30 a month. Then there is the widow 
of a retired officer or enlisted man, who 
died after retirement of a cause not at- 
tributable to his active service. If he 
served during the Spanish War, his 
widow is at present allowed a pension 
of $22.50, if she did not pay a Federal 
income tax last year. Under the present 
bill, widows will receive $30 a month, 
and they may draw this amount regard- 
less of their outside income. 

A third class of Regular Service wid- 
ows are those whose husbands died as 
the result of service-connected disabil- 
ity during peace-time. They receive $22 
a month. However, if their husband 
served during the Spanish War, they 
may, under the bill transfer to the 
Spanish War non-service-connected roll 
and draw $30 a month. There is still a 
fourth class, composed of widows whose 
husbands entered the service after the 
Spanish-American War and who died 
after retirement of causes not attribu- 
table to their active service. They are 
not eligible for pension at all.

Col, Stephen A. Park, chairman of the 
policy committee of that Association, 
from Milwaukee, voicing wishes of Re- 
serve Oflicers and from Lt. Col. Orvel 
Johnson, director general of the Reserve 

Otticers’ Training Corps Association. 

Discussion about the bill to establish 
a Bureau of Reserve Affairs in the War 
Department was relatively brief. Colonel 
Hartshorn, executive for Reserve affairs 
of the Office of Chief of Staff, said that 
he was speaking to the Senate Commit- 
tee for General MacArthur who “has 
held to himself the supervision of the 
Reserve movement, and its development 
as a component of the Army during his 
entire incumbency as Chief of Staff.” 
The office of executive, Col. Hartshorn 
added, consisted of himself and a sec- 
retary at $1,620 per annum, with the nec- 
essary stationery and office materials 
supplied from funds of the office of 
Chief of Staff, and “a modest amount 
necessary for the travel of the execu- 
tive.” 

Col. Hartshorn added that the pend- 
ing bill seemed to have for its object the 
transfer of “these responsibilities to a 
major general to be appointed from the 
officers of the Organized Reserves, who, 
with the assistance of other officers, 
would discharge certain bureau func- 
tions now performed by _ existing 
agencies of the War Department.” The 
Colonel recommended that the bill “be 
extended to contain provision whereby 
the activity will cease to exist upon a 
decree of mobilization. We should erect 
our Military Establishment to meet war, 
and not peace time conditions.” 

“The present arrangement is working 
all right, is it not?’ Senator Fletcher in- 
quired. This colloquy ensued: 

Col. Hartshorn. “Yes, sir.” 

Senator Fletcher. “This would estab- 
lish a separate division.” 

Col. Hartshorn. “It is my judgment 
that it is working all right and is per- 
fectly satisfactory apparently to the Re- 
serve components at least as evidenced 
by the action taken at the last conven- 
tion of the Reserve Officers’ Association 
for the Convention that almost unani- 
mously voted down suggestions for bu- 
reau control of any kind.” 

Senator Fletcher. “Therefore the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association shares your 
opinion?” 

Col. Hartshorn. “Yes, sir.” 

Senator Minton. “Are you opposed to 
this bill?” 

Col. Hartshorn. “Yes, sir.” 

Senator Fletcher. “I am wondering 
what is back of this proposition. I do 








not see any necessity for it, or that it 
will be of any help.” 

Senator Carey. “There is a provision 
for a new major general theré.” 


Senator Fletcher. “I was wondering 
who they have. That is all.” 

Lt. Col. Park followed with a state- 
ment about the Reserve Division, which 
he said, “has run the gamut of associa- 
tion consideration for a good many 
years.” He added “very definitely and 
positively that at no time has our as- 
sociation advocated a separate bureau. 
* * * We do not want to jeopardize 
either the close relationship that exists 
as a result of our close proximity to 
the officer of the executive on Reserve 
affairs.” 

Col. Park explained, however, that he 
and his associates “simply want to pro- 
vide by enactment of legislation the 
present set-up” and at the same time to 
provide for the executive for Reserve af- 
fairs “some guiding influence at least 
over the Reserve officers on War De- 
partment General Staff sections.” They 
also wanted one or more assistants, pre- 
ferably, “a Reserve officer, who might 
serve as a liason between his immediate 
office and these other Reserve officers 
on General Staff duty.” 

“You would need more stenographers, 
if you had more assistants,” interposed 
Senator Carey. 

“I do not think so” replied Colonel 
Park. 

General Moses was questioned at 
length about the Thomason bill. He said 
the Finance Department estimates that 
the 262 flying officers provided for in its 
first section would cost $900,100. Regard- 
ing section 2, authorizing the President 
to “call annually 2,000 Reserve officers 
of the combatant arms and Chemical 
Warfare Service to active duty with 
the Regular Army for a period of not 
exceeding one year, 5 per cent in the 
field grades and 95 per cent in the com- 
pany grades, all such officers to be not 
more than 45 years of age,” General 
Moses commented as follows: 

“It is highly desirable to provide 
training for Reserve officers. While the 
bill provides that existing laws with 
respect to training Reserve officers shall 
remain in force and effect, the result 
may be that there will be a curtailment 
in the training of the large reservoir of 
Reserve officers for the 14-day periods 
heretofore provided. This is a most im- 
portant consideration and, if a choice 
had to be made, it possibly would be to 
the best interest of national defense to 
provide training for the pool of Reserve 
officers, some 90,000 for 14-day periods, 
rather than for but 2,000 for 1 year. The 
War Department is concerned over the 
posibility that under the plan proposed 
sufficient additional appropriations may 
not be provided to insure mobilization 
training for the major pool of officers 
upon whom we must rely in the event of 
a national emergency. 

“It is most desirable that at least a 
third of the pool of active Reserve offi- 
cers belonging to the combat arms be 
trained annually. The War Department 
believes that this is of primary impor- 
tance and should have first priority 
when appropriations for training Re- 
serve officers are under consideration. If 
an addition, 2,000 officers, can be trained 
annually for 1 year, that much more will 
be gained toward providing for an 
emergency.” 

As to the provision for addition fliers 
Gen. Moses thought “the provision that 
confines appointments to members of the 
Air Corps Reserve is too restrictive in 
that it eliminates certain qualified offi- 
cers of the National Guard of the United 
States.” The General favored including 
the National Guard fliers as an amend- 
ment to the bill. He explained further 
that the cost of Regular Army training 
for 2,000 Reserve officers annually would 
be “$343,600 the first year with an an- 
nual increase of a like amount for the 
succeeding nine years.” The total cost 
of provisions of the bill would be $6,- 
977,600 for the first year with the in- 
crease of $343,600 for the succeeding 
nine years. Gen. Moses reiterated that 
this item of expense was “contrary to 
the President’s financial program.” 

Lt. Col. Park opened the Committee 
hearing telling how the National Conven- 








tion of the Reserve Officers’ Association 
“went on record unanimously in favor of 
the pending bill.” Speaking as chairman 
of the policy committee, he said they 
were “vitally concerned” with the neces- 
sity for an increase in the Army Air 
Corps and believed that opportunity 
should be given to Reserve officers that 
are now in the Air Corps Reserve to 
qualify for commissions in the Regular 
Army Air Corps. His Association was 
also interested “to provide rather for a 
reasonable number of Reserve officers to 
have more extended tours of active duty 
with the Regular Army.” He said he 
thought “the reason why the Chief of 
Staff originally approved of this measure 
was to keep the proper balances in the 
Regular service as between the officers 
obtained from West Point and those ob- 
tained from civilian sources. 


There followed testimony about the in- 
crease of officers because of the extra 
cadet appointments at West Point, about 
estimates on the normal attrition in Reg- 
ular Army personnel and about prospects 
that if the best of these Reserve Corps 
details annually were commissioned, it 
would add but 2,000 officers to the 
Regular Army in the next ten years. 


Col. Park said he had observed “a 
very decided ambition” among Reserve 
officers to enter the Regular Army, 
which was countered by a remark from 
Senator Austin, who has two sons in the 
Reserve, “that most of these young men 
become members of the Reserve out of 
a patriotic interest and hope they never 
will have to be in the Army or never 
will have to enter active service but are 
fitting themselves to be effective if it 
ever becomes necessary to call them.” 

Senator Duffy, who is a member of the 
Reserve Corps, asked if economic condi- 
tions the last few years might not be 
largely responsible for the attitude of 
some Reserve officers who want the op- 
portunity to enter the Regular Army. 
Col. Park said that might be largely re- 
sponsible for a change of attitude with 
many men who “are kicking themselves 
now that they did not stay in the reg- 
ular service.” 

Col. Lowe interposed to say there were 
now some 6,000 graduates of the R.O.T.C. 
units. In travelling about the country 
the past year he had become convinced 
“that the attitude towards service in the 
regular establishment varies with the 
particular R.O.T.C. unit.” 

Senator Schwellenbach inquired “if 
the Regular Army needs that 2,000 men 
(which the bill proposes to detail an- 
nually) is it no the logical thing to 
do to increase the force of the Regular 
Army? If these Reserve oflicers want to 
get commissions in the Regular Army, 
let them go in as regular men, as their 
regular work, let them do it; but the 
logic with the whole Reserve Corps 
theory is that the Reserve officers are to 
be a separate institution, civilians, who 
are simply maintaining a suflicient con- 
tact with military affairs to be able to 
step in in an emergency. Is it logical to 
take them in and give them a year in the 
Regular Army? 

Col. Park retorted that “we are fac- 
ing a very serious shortage in our Reg- 
ular Army personnel, as you appreciate, 
with the enlisted personnel increased 
from 118,000 to 165,000, or approximately 
47,000 men. You have got to have an 
increase in the Regular Army personnel 
to 14,000.” 


“We only need 381 more officers”, ob- 
served Senator Fletcher. “That is all the 
defficiency is now.” To this Col. Park re- 
plied that that was true at present but 
that during the next five years the defi- 
ciency would be much greater. 


Col. Lowe testified about the avail- 
ability of Reserve officers for war duty. 
He said he had been surprised to learn 
that 70,000 reserve officers would be “re- 
quired to serve instantly, upon mobiliza- 
tion, to officers the inactive units of the 
Regular Army ; to probably furnish some 
officers personnel for the other civilian 
components, and the Service Corps of 
the Army, Supply and Service troops in- 
cident to the mobilization. There is 70,- 
000 and odd of the 89,000 who are on 
the list.” 


At a meeting Friday the Senate Mili- 








tary Committee considered both of th 
pending reserve bills and reached ¢gp. 
clusions that indicate final action at , 
latter meeting. It was the consengy 
of opinion that no further action jp 
taken on the bill already passed by the 
House to establish a reserve division 
in the War Department. 

On the Thomason Dill, also already 
passed by the House, the committee fg. 
vored eliminating the first 
which applies to the appointment of 
additional military aviators. But the 
committee favored the principle of the 
Thomason bill to detail Reserve officers 
to a year’s service of training with the 
Regular Army and to commission some 
Reserves annually as second lieutenant 
in the Regular Army. 

Both these provisions, however, wil] 
be amended so as to detail less thap 
two thousand and to commission legs 
than 200, which numbers the House ap. 
proved. With this curtailment in num 
bers the committee is expected to rm. 
port the bill to the Senate shortly. 





Restrict Service Data 

Changes in AR 850-25 tightening up on 
information relative to “restricted proj. 
ects” and widening the scope of the Es. 
pionage Act are announced by the War 
Department in Circular No. 45 now be. 
ing distributed. 

Paragraph 414 of those regulations hag 
been changed by changing subparagraph 
e and adding subparagraphs e, f, and 9 
as follows: 

«. (1) Whenever the chief of an arm o 
service which is charged with a research 
project or the design, development, test, and 
production of a unit of military equipment 
or component thereof shall determine that 
the maintenance of secrecy regarding any 
such project is sufficiently important to the 
national defense of the United States to war- 
rant it, he may declare it a ‘“Restricted’ 
project. Information regarding a “Restricted” 
project will be considered to be informatio 
affecting the national defense within th 
meaning of the provisions of the Espionage 
Act (secs. 1 and 2, Title I, act June 15, 1917 
(40 Stat. 218; U. 8S. C. 60:31, 32; secs. 218), 
2182, M. L., 1929)). 

(2) When a project has been declared 1 
“Restricted” project, the chief of the arm 
or service responsible for the project wil 
take the necessary steps to inform all per 
sons concerned, including non-Government 
employees of such action, 

(4) All persons into whose hands informa 
tion regarding a “Restricted” project may 
come are charged with the strictest observ 
ance of the provisions of the law referred 
to in (1) above and will be held responsible 
that no such information in their possession 
falls into unauthorized hands.

“In any well-balanced method of pro- 
motion there should be developed a suf- 
ficient number of officers in the grade 
of colonel, the grade from which ad- 
vancement is made to brigadier general 
and major general, at such an age as 
will enable the selecting authority to 
have a fairly large range of choice 
among men who are young enough to 
serve a substantial time as general offi- 
cers of the line in the event of selec- 
tion. 

“The field grade officers, those above 
captain up to and including colonel, 
should reach each zrade at such age 
as to render the best possible service 
for that particular grade and should 
not continue in the same grade too 
long. 

“In conclusion, let me say that while 
efforts have been made for years to re- 
vise the promotion list, and Congress 
as early as 1926 recognized the serious- 
ness of the promotion problem and con- 
sidered numerous measures designed to 
relieve conditions, each of these bills 
failed of enactment generally on account 
of controversial issues. 

“There does exist some instances of 
apparent inequities that have arisen 
under the existing system and its ap- 
plication in years gone by, but if we 
started out to single out this group or 
that group, a few officers here and a 
few officers there, and attempted to rec- 
tify each of these situations, we would 
have an insurmountable task. 

“This may be said for the present bill 
that the officer personnel of the Army, 
by and large, is wholehearted'y for this 
measure. In the vast majority of in- 
stances it will achieve the results which 
is expected of it. This measure will do 
much to raise the morale of our Army 
and show to the country that the Con- 
gress has a sympathetic interest in 
Army problems and a keen desire to do 
justice and increase the efficiency of our 
armed forces.”

f. Visitors will be permitted at Govern- 
ment establishments subject to restrictions 
as follows: 

(1) Casual visitors not particularly inter- 
ested in articles or equipment.—Such visi- 
tors may be admitted generally and as may 
be prescribed by local conditions. No secret, 
confidential, or restricted work will be dis- 
played or discussed. 

(2) Representatives of American manufac- 
turing plants or commercial concerns, or 
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inventors who may be interested in one or 
more articles under manufacture.—These 
visitors may be conducted about such areas 
and information may be disclosed to them 
about such matters as may be indicated in 
particular cases. 

(3) Newspaper reporters and news agency 
representatives.—No secret, confidential, or 
restricted items will be shown or discussed. 
No photographs or news articles will be 
published without prior approval of the 
chief of the arm or service concerned, 

(4) Foreign attaches or representatives of 
foreign governments or manufacturing con- 
cerns.—Requests for permission to _ visit 
Government establishments will be received 
from foreigners only through their ac- 
credited diplomatic representatives. Such 
requests must be finally approved by the 
Secretary of War. Chiefs of the arms or 
services concerned will make recommenda- 
tion in each case as to the advisability of 
approving requests and will specify the 
dates upon which visits may be conveniently 
made. They will give to commanding offi- 
cers the instructions necessary to insure 
that information on secret, confidential, or 
restricted items will not be disclosed. For- 
eign visitors will be accompanied at all 
times and will be denied the privilege of 
carrying cameras. Chiefs of supply arms 
and services are authorized to impose fur- 
ther limitations concerning what may be 
shown foreign visitors at establishments 
under their control, 

(5) It is assumed that visitors of the first 
three classes are citizens of the United 
States and that the commanding officer has 
satisfied himself as to their loyalty to the 
United States. 

g- Insofar as practicable the provisions of

Financial Digest 
The daily average volume of rcderal 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended July 31, as reported by 
the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,471,- 
000,000, an increase of $4,000,000 com- 
pared with the preceding week and of 
$7,000,000 compared with the correspond- 
ing week in 1934. 
On July 31 total Reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,465,000,000, an increase 
the week. This in- 


of $5,000,000 for 
crease corresponds with increases of 
$23,000,000 in money in circulation and 
$155,000,000 in member bank reserve 
balances, offset in part by decreases of 
$143,000,000 in Treasury cash and de- 
posits with Federal Reserve banks and 
$13,000,000 in nonmember deposits and 
other Federal Reserve accounts and in- 
creases of $8,000,000 in monetary gold 
stock and $8,000,000 in Treasury and 
national bank currency. Member bank 
reserve balances on July 31 were esti- 
mated to be approximately $2,510,000,000 
in excess of legal requirements. 
Relatively small changes were re- 
ported in holdings of discounted and 
purchased bills and in industrial ad- 
vances. An increase of $5,000,000 in 
holdings of U. S. Treasury notes was 
offset by a decrease of $5,000,000 in 
Treasury bills. 





RCA Income Statement 


Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, USA- 
Ret., Chairman of the Board of the 
Radio Corporation of America, released 
for publication on August 1 the state- 
ment of income and surplus of the Radio 
Corporation of America and subsidiaries 
for the second quarter of 1935 and the 
first six months of the year. 

The statement shows a net income of 
$671,111.06 for the second quarter, rep- 
resenting an increase of approximately 
$135,200 over the corresponding quarter 
of last year. The net income of $2,289,- 
135.80 for the first six months of 1935 
represents an increase of approximately 
$517,500 over the corresponding period of 
1934. 


Miami Naval Air Station 

Acceptance of 650 acres of land, front- 
ing 10,000 feet on the east side of Bis- 
cayne Bay at Miami, by the United 
States Government as a proposed site 
for a Naval Air Station was voted hy 
the House Naval Affairs Committee after 
prolonged discussion of prospects of air 
activities in that vicinity in time of 
war. The terms of the gift were urged 
by Representative Wilcox, of Fla., who 
said residents of Miami had raised $300,- 
000 by an issue of bonds to purchase 
this gift. He wanted assurance the air 
station would be erected within the next 
ten years. The Navy Department re- 
ported there was no present need of 
such a station, but the committee in- 
serted in the bill an amendment for the 
return of the land to Miami if it was 
not utilized during the next ten years. 

Rear Admiral Ernest J. King, chief 
of the Bureau of Aeronautics, told the 
Committee that “in time of emergency 
it is expected the Miami area will be- 
come a pilot training center, supplement- 
ing the present training center at Pensa- 


cola, as was the case during the World 
War.” He said that at Opa Locha, a 
suburb of Miami there was a Naval 


Reserve Aviation base but it was seven 
or eight miles from the water. Admiral 
King said he had inspected the Miami 
Land. 

Representative Wilcox, sponsor of the 
Army Air Bases bill, described how the 
Caribbean area will be one of the thea- 
ters of war in the next great conflict 
and Florida air bases would have the 
protection of the straits of Florida be- 
tween Key West and Cuba and of the 
Yucatan channel between Yucatan and 
Cuba. The Air Base en the southeast 
part of Florida would control those en- 
trances to the Gulf of Mexico and pro- 
tect the coal and iron resources of Ala- 
bama and the oil fields of Texas and 











Louisiana from enemy raids. 

It was intimated during the hearings 
that Miami's citizens were “diligent ang 
zealous” to make this gift to the Govyerp. 
ment, even as San Diego, on the far 
southwest, had been assisting in the 
establishment of an air base in that 
vicinity. Description was given of much 
other available land, including 4 square 
miles west of the 650 acre tract, “Tf 
the United States government ever ts in 
trouble,” said Representative Wilcox, 
“and want that land they can get it for 
nothing.”
